Exciting Story of Gen. Funston's 
Expedition to Surprise the 
Filipino Leader. 



Disguised They Reached th^ 
Camp as Friends and Sudden* 
|y Seized Him. 



Mauilii, :Miu-eh liS.— Gen. Fred. Pun- 
.stoii, who on Marcli 23 captured Gen. 
Eniilo AguiuaUlo, when inteij-iowwl to- 
.liiy by tho reporter of the Associutoil 
I'nss, made the following statement 
coiiceiiiinjr tho capture of tho Filipino 
leaiier: 

"Thi! cuiifideiitia! jiKeiit of A-uiiialilu 
arrived February 'IS at I'aiitabansan, iu 
the province of Nuevaccija, Northern 
Luzon, v'ith Iptters dated January 11, 
lli and 1-t. These letters were fro.ii 
ICnillo AKuinalilo, and directed Alder- 
nieio Aguinaldo to take command of tho 
provinces of Central Luzon, supplanting,' 
Gen. Alejandrino. Eniilo Aguinaldo 
also ordered that -100 men be .sent him 
as suun as possilile, sayiii;,' that tlie 
bearer ol' these letters would KH'ilc these 
men to where AKuinalilo was. 

(len, Fiuiston si-eured the currespond- 
enee oC Aguiualdo'b agent lUid laid liis 
plans accordinsly. Some months pre- 
viously ho had captured the ctimp of 
insurgant General Lacuna, Incldeutnlly 
obtaining Lacuna's seal, uOlcial papers, 
and a quantity of signed corrcBpondence. 
From this material two letters were con- 
stnietud, ostensibly from Lucuna to 
AKuiinildo. One of these contained in- 
formation as to the progress of the war. 
The oilier asserted that, pursuant to 
orders reeeived from Haldermero Agiii"- 
alilo, Lacuna was sending his best com- 
pany lo I'resident iOniilio Aguinaldo. 

His jilans completed Uiid apploved, 
Gea. Funstcin came to .Manila and organ- 
ized his exijedition, selecting 78 Maca- 
bebes, all of whom siioke the Tagalog 
llilciUly. Twenty wore insufgent uni- 
forms and the others the dress of I-'ili- 
]iiii(i laliorers. This .Macabobe com- 
pany, arnu'd with ."lU Mausers, IS Ueni- 
iiigliiiis and II) Kriiug .lorgenson's, were 
ciiiinnanded by Caiit. Itussell llaz/.ard. 
With liim was his brother, Lieut. Oliver 
r. .M. llazzard, both oC the 11th United 
.States Cavalry, Caiit, Harry W. New- 
ton, IMth Infantry, was taken because 
(if his familiarity with Casigrau Bay; 
and Lieut. Burton .T. Mitchell, 40th In- 
fiiutry, wont as Gen. li'unston's aide. 
These were the only Americans acconi- 
pnnying the leader of the expedition. 

With the Macab(d)es were four ex- 
insurgcnt offlcors, one being a .Siianianl 
anil the other three Tagalos, whom C!en. 
Funston trusted implicitly. 

Gen. Funston and the United States 
ollleers wore plain blue shirts and khaUi 
Iroiisers. Tliey carried each a half 
blanket, but wore no insignia of rank. 
The Macabebes were fully inslrui'ted to 
oliey the orders? 9t the four e.\:-insurgelU 
ullleer!:, 

tho night of March S Ihi' iiarty 
embarked on the United States gunboat 
Yiekslmrg. At 2 t\. m. March 11 the 
Viekshurg put her lights out and ran 
ill short 2.1 miles f.(\\\\.\\ of Casigur.'in. 
The .Vmorlcans had never garrisoned 
this place, and the iiihabilants are 
strong insurgent sympathizers.

ndlcvos in Actions Ilather Than 

rroinises of (loud Government. 

I'.; rlin. Mareli liS.— Huring the di.'^cus- 
sion on the budget in tlie iipjier house of 
tile dii't to-day, Count von Bulow, the 
imperial chancelhjr, remarked that lii^ 
de.«ired to win the contideneo of tlie 
house by his conduct ratlu'r than by 
Ids promises.

On the nionnng of •March 17, 
tiikiag a sninll quantity of eoolted corn, 
the party started on n OO-niile march to 
Palaii. Tho country is rough and nn- 
iahaliited. The party ate small shell- 
fish, bnt n-as almost starved. AVading 
swift rivers and dimhlng mountains, 
they marched seven dn.Ts and nights, 
and on March 'SI hail reached a point 
eight miles from ralanan. They were 
now so weak that it was necessary lo 
send lo ,\'.'uinaldo's camp for food. 
I Amiinalilii despatched supplies :inil 
i ilirccleil tb.'it the .\merican prisoners be 
i kindly treated, but not lo be allowed to 

On the moriiinu' of 
1 .Miircli '-'o the advance was resuuieil. 
I The cobimii was met by the staff ollleers 
ami a di'l ai-bment of 
d.\;:iiard. which was or- 
al..' charge ef the .\ iiierica ns.

Gen. Funston s men 
crossed the river in small boats, ftu-iued 
on the bank and marched to the right 
niul then in front of the insurgent 
grenadiers. The Tagalos entered tlie 
hou.se wlioro Aguinaldo was. 

Pli'iUleniy the Spanish olllcer, iioticiug 
that Agllijialdo's aid was watidiing the 
\niericans suspiciously, e.Kclaimed : 
•• Now, Mncnb6?>es, go for them." 

The jMacabcbes opened lire but their 
niiu was rather ineffpfitlve. Ami onlv 
three innurgonts wore killed. The I'ili- 
piiios returned the tire. 

On lieariiig the firing, Aguinaldo, who 
evidently thought his men were merelv 
celelirating the arrival of reinforce- 
lueiits, ran to the window and shoutoil: 
"Stop that foolishness; quit wasting 
ammunition." 

TRAPPED. 

Iliiaro Plncido. one of the Tagnlo of- 
ficers, and a former in.surgont tuaior, 
who was -wounded in the Innff by the 
fire of tlic Kansas regiment at the bat- 
tle of Caloocon, tlirew his arms around 
Aguinaldo, and excluimod; "You are a 
prisoner of the Americans." 

Col. Simeon Villia, Agninaldo's chief 
of utaff, MajDr Alambra and others' at- 
tackeil th(? men who wore holding- Agliin- 
ulilo. Placido shot Villa in the sliotd- 
der. AUinbra juuiped out of tho win- 
iIdw and iittpmpted lo cross the river. 
It is .suppo-sod that lie was drowned. 
Five other jp.surgent ofllcers fought for 
a few minutca and then fled, .niakins 
llieir c-scape. 

When tho firing began. Gen. T iiustou 
assiiined cnmmand ami directed the nt- 
I'lck iui the Iioiise. personally assisting 
m tTioLciiptm't^ oC Afrr.ronl(Io._ 'nio 
gent i'fOdysilarrl fCettr 



rilles. Santiago Barcelona, the insur- 
gent treasurer, surrendered without re- 
eistance. 

When captured, Aguinaldo was tre- 
mendously e.vcited, but be calmed down 
under Gen. Kunstou's iissurance that he 
he would be well-treated. Geu. Funston 
secured all of Aguinaldo'K correspond- 
i eiice, showing that ho hnd kept iu close 
' touch with tho sub-chiefs of the insur- 
rection in all parts of the archipelago. 
It was also discovered that Aguinaldo, 
on .lanuary 2.S, had proclaimed hinwelf 
dictator. He had been living at I'alan- 
an for seven mouths uudi.sturlicd, e.xceot 
when a detachment of the Si.xteenth in- 
fantry visited the town. On that occa- 
sion the entire population took to the 
mountains and remained there until the 
troops retiied. 

Aguinaldo admitted that ho had come 
near to being captured before, l)Ut ho as- 
Herted that he had uovcr been wound- 
ed, tidding, 'T should never have beou 
taken except by a strategeni. I was 
completely deceived by liaeunu'.s forged 
signature." 

lie feared lie might be sent to Guam, 
and he was glad to come to .Manila. I'al- 
linau was guarded by nuhierous outpost,.s 
and signal stations. During the liirht 
none of the Macabebes was wounded. 
Tlie expedition rested on March 24. and 
then marched sixteen miles a dav to 
Palauau Hay, Avhere (ieii. h'tiuKton 
found the A'icksburg, wbicli brought liim 
to Moiiilo. Commander Harry of tlie 
\'icksburg rendered Gen. Funston .splen- 
did assistance. 

Aguinaldo. who talked freely of nnst 
events, said ho supposed Gen. Trias 
would proclaim himsolf dictator, evi- 
dently not knowing that Trias had Bur- 
rendered. Uo behaved courteously and 
gave no trouble. Goa. l<'unston snvs 
Aguinaldo is above the average in intel- 
ligence and has prepossessing manners. 
WHAT DEWFA' WOULD DO. 

New York, March 2S.— "What do vou 
think ought to bo done with Aguinaldo 
nowV" wufl naked of Admiral Dewey to- 
day. 

•■Well, it seems to me that as good n 
thing as could be done for the present 
would be to tieiid liim to Guam. It is 
the same nm-t of climate as in the Hiil- 
ippiucK and there could bo no hardshio 
in the change, but there -would be no 
cliiiuce to pose, and tho Filipino loader.s 
woulil feel as if they were out of the 
world when sent there. 

"Looking over the events of 
the past two years, I am 
sonictiiues impressed with the idea 
that l)Cis.sibly tlie trouble with the Fili- 
pinos might have been avoided, but when 
I ts.iy that, I say it because hindsight is 
a great deal better thaa foresight. I 
iiave no criticism for anyone, but it can 
be seen now how tho Americans who 
first went there hurt the pride of tho 
Filipiucs. It we Jiad made a greater 
effort to flatter them, it is possible the 
thing would have goao more smoothly. 
Hut I wish to say that at the beginning 
1 do not believe Aguinaldo hnd any idea 
of indepundonce at all. They simply 
bated tho Spaniards. TQioy hated tliem, 
1 say, and they -\vanted to get rid of 
(liem iu any way possibW, and they did 
everything I told them to. They looked 
uiiou tls as their delivorertJ. Afterwards 
1 think it v>as simply a case Of success 
luniiug a m.nn's head with Aguinaldo. 
I don't believe that at first he had anv 
idea of attempting to set up an iude- 
liendeiit republic. As to that matter of 
our ridiitioas with the Filipiiuw, the his- 
tory has never yc^t been written. I have 
all the li'tters and documents pertaining 
to it, ;ind 1 expect some ila.v to write the 
lii.story of the niTair. ^VlR■n all of the 
document.'? are published it will be per- 
fectly clear lliat iio obligations res'^d 
upon the Americnn forces to treat 'the 
Filipinos as allies. 

•'Aguinaldo wa.s always, as I said, a 
most amiable man, and pers.ir.ally. I 
\vould not wish liim the slightest barm, 
lint I believe, as I .said, that \xU caiUure 
means tlie cud pt orgur.j?.ed resistance."

London, March 28.-10 the House of 
Lonls to-day Lord Lansdownc, the for- 
eign secretary, announced that no fur- 
ther military operations by the Briti.sb 
troops iu China were contemplated for 
tho present. 

When Field Marshal Count von Wnl- 
dersee recently ordered preparations for 
the recent expedition, the British gov- 
criiiiient in.structed Geu. Ga.soleo to com- 
niuiiicute with the home government be- 
fore participating therein. Tho compli- 
ance of China to tho demands of tho 
powers was hardly of such a character 
as to justify the withdrawal of the alli- 
ed forces, but th.. British Kovenimeut 
hoped to bo able -before long to with- 
draw or reduce its forces in China. No- 
gotiatious wore neces.sarily slow with a 
refugee go vorninent. On the broad ques- 
tions, however, there was u practical 
unanimity among the powers. 

The allies had agreed they Were not 
at war with (Jhina iind desired to de- 
rive no territorial advantage from tho 
present events. Tlioy also recognized the 
binding nature of the existing treaties 
and desired lo niaintain tlu' open door 
on coiniuercial ami economical (piestions 
while within the spheres where each 
had preferential rights there should be 
ciiuality of oiiporluuity for the powers 
concerned. 'J'he British minister at I'e- 
kin had been instructed to be modern to 
iu his demand and tlie government desir- 
ed only to strengthen the guards sulll- 
ciently to insure the safety of tho lega- 
tions. 

Iu regard to tho (luestiou of indemnity 
now under discu.ssion,, it had been decid- 
ed that tho claims should bo forwarded 
by the powers in one lot. As to tho 
Kourco whence the indemnity should bo 
paid it was not desired to impose on 
(Jliiim any crushing burden. By doing 
so would ho acting contrary to the pol- 
icy of tho British government which 
was to respect the existence of Ohina 
as 1 power. Ho did not despair of seeing 
China refnnuod. The people possessed 
tunny good (lualities. 

Both tho British and German govern- 
ur^iits lif.d informed China that it was 
uiit desirable, while negotiating with tho 
po'vers as a whole, that she should 
enter into piivate arrangomonts involv- 
ms territorial or linancial ciuiditious 
\vilh any otliei- i.cwcr. Itussia liad again 
as-iurcil Great Britain that occupation 
of the British railway was only tem- 
por.-irv and wiuiout predudico to tho in- 
t-.'r.!sts involved. Great Britain had not 
•vaii-ed her rights in connection with 
these railroi.ds. nor .^Iio ignored tlio 

inteicsis of the t.lia reliohlers. 

As to the sciiices of rovonuo, ho 
thought the luaritinie custoins iiiigh^ bti, 
readjustol s;i as -inTposo i\ I'onl In-* 
ster.d of n lioiiiiiull live jier cent, ad 
valorem <luty.

'Plie feeling of the 
meeting was stroiiKly opposed to the Im- 
position of a .$2 llcciiMe, allhongb It Is un- 
derstood tbe license Iilon Is warmly sniiporl- 
i',l by tbe farming coinmimlty. One great 
cause of <'omplalnr ngalost the present 
U'ame act. which Is approved by all «ports- 
men. Is the fact that there Is not snfTlclent 
enfiiriement of Its iirovlslons. There hi 
constant complaint of many HQ-called sporb - 
men shooting or llshtng or both, out of sea.

Suggested amendments will be draftod 
innd submitted to all gentlemen who have 
been active In preparing the present amend- 
ments.

X( the objection arises on the 
iitlicr .dde of the Atlantic, pridiably the 
British Board of Trade could be led to 
see the necessity of giving its assistance 
to secure tlid idontificiition of Britisli 
Columbia fish. It is said that some of 
the largest whcles.alers ii> Groat Britain 
insiiit that the cans shall bear their la- 
bels, but is there any reaEon why theee 
could not bo put on here? In urging 
this matter upon tin' attention of the 
projier authorities, wc know tliat W(! 
have the sympathy of the Britisli Colum- 
bia cauuprs to this extent, namely, that 
they M'ould like to see tlie labelling en- 
forceil, if it would nid; entail loss to 
them. The labels would not only be an 
advertisoment to the province, but they 
would be a guarantee to the consumer, 
and lionco the Imperial r.uthoritice might 
reasonably bo asked to take such steps 
as would ensure the carrying out of the 
proposed change. 



ABOUT A PETITION. 

A rnling of Mr. Speaker Booth was 
tlie sulijeot of a discussion in the house 
yesterday. It was as to the recciition of 
a petition. S(unc ilays :i;;u a iiclition 
was sent to the house, but as it was 
addressed to the goveriiinent a'ud not to 
tlie legislature, it was ruled out of order 
by the S|ic.-iker. The correctness of 
this ruling is nut dispulcil. On Wednes- 
day the same document was again pre- 
sented, the address of the petition liav- 
ing been changed In the meantime. The 
Spi'aker dc(dincd tii receive it under the 
rule of the house- forbidding 111,' rcccji- 
tioii of petitions in which material altera- 
tions have been made, and the (luestiou 
was raised lliat the alteration was not 
one iIkiI sbonhl not vitiate the iiclitiuu. 
.Ml-. .Marliii took the iiositinii that tlic 
pctitiuii when preseiitcil the second timi> 
was regularly addressed, even though 
the address had been altered. The whole 
question seems to us to turn upon 
whether the document was the same one 
that had been iiresented on the foriu<'r 
day, and this is not disputed. llefcr- 
enco was made to a i:etitloii received last 
year, in which there were alterations. 
We think the cases can be readily dis- 
tinguished. .\ petition with immaterinl 
alterations on its face may be ri'cidved 
without violation lieing done to the rule, 
but when ft petition has once been i)re- 
sented nnd found objectionable for any 
cause, it would certainly be unreason- 
able to say that it could tifterwards be 
changed and again bo presented, at least 
without some evidence that the change 
had been made with the consent of the 
petitioners. It must be evident to any 
one after ii little consideration that if 
changes can be made in documents sent 
t<i the legislature, ihe iToor is open for 
all mnuner of abuses. It is also evident 
that what shall lie deemed a material 
alteration must depend upon the circuiu- 
stauces of eaidi case. Tli.' rules of the 
lumse an- iiitciuli-d to facilitate business 
and protect the rights of the people, and 
if it wore held that every error in n peti- 
tion, corrected after it had been signed, 
should invalidate the document, the pub- 
lic would in many cases be deprived of 
the constitutional right to apjiroach the 
legislature in this way. The house lias 
the matter in its own hands, nnd can 
easily pn-veiit injustice being done, as 
was llie case yesterday, when, after the 
.'<|ii'uker's ruling liad been snstaine<l, the 
liiiuse susiicndcil the rule and allowed

Tiiiri season will he a nicniorahli' one 
in Cariboo, if even tlie iiiidertakin(.'.s 
wliicli ,Mr. Tliompson lias iu Jiand are 
carried out. To begin with, 011 the Wil- 
liams creek property there is to he in- 
.stalled a plant of his own design, whieU 
will levolutionizo the method of deei) 
gravel liydranlic minillg. Instead of 
raising tlie gravels from the pit by hy- 
draulic pipo, it is the plan of Uie new 
uiaciiinery which Mr. Thompsou will in- 
•stal in the Cariboo Goldfields' workings 
to raise it by nieaus ot an elevator with 
great steel bnckots of special design. The 
gravel will pa.sK over tlie usual rilllcs in 
sluice boxes when washed by the mon- 
itor b^sfore being elevated, and all the 
heavy gold will he caught a.s in the ordin- 
ary process at present in Ucfe. The larger 
gravel and boulders will al.so be got, rid 
of, and when the residue is raised to I he 
surface, it will droi) on screen.s, wliicii 
will allow iioShing over two inches in 
diameter to pai^s through. The silled 
gravel will then fail into a liorizontal re- 
volving screen or cylinder made of wire 
especially constructed to present an 
even surface. Through this nothing 
larger than 3-1(1 of an inch can pass, ami 
the hue gravel, etc, thus eliminaleil will 
then be treated by careful nielliods to 
save from it the verj,- liiiest gold that 
will then remain. This will be possible, 
as nut more than live per cent, ot the 
whole mass of gravel handled will have 
readied l^is stngu of the biuTntioii. All 
the heavier gruvel will have been saved 
by the. sluices ju.st as iu ordinary plauts 
MOW u^ed. The new machinery, in fact, 
tnlccs the gravel as it iii left by the iires- 
elit methods and treats it to take out all 
that the sluici'S have missed. Ity llius 
separating all the heavy and bulky ruck 
and gravel it i.s possible to take inueh 
more trouble and effectively deal with 
Iho comparatively small bulk left. Iu 
pii.ssing over the various screens, and af- 
terwards in Ijeiiig washed away, the 
coarser gravel is coiniielled at all stages 
to pass over further ritlles, so that the 
refuse will go off Willi no gold in it. 
I'm- the purpose of operating the plant, 
there will he a 24-iii( h rdton \\lieel uiil 
in, and the waste water from it will 
serve to wash the gravel as it is eieval- 
eil, so that as far as using the water 
power, it will be a more economic ulaii.

Solicitors have HuUicic'Ut iirivil- 
eges under the law. ami there wa« no 
necessity for changing it. Mr. Martin's 
coiitenliou tlinl the law prevented law- 
.vers taking iictioiis for penniless clients, 
iir that a frii'inl could nol assist another 
in carrying on an action, was absurd, 
lie hiul niisstatcd the actual facts. .\. 
.solicitor was at perfect liberty to take 
a case for a client who had no inonev, 
and to collect his costs as a result of 
such action; the highest court in Eng- 
land uud so decided. Tlic point of thn 
liili, however, was designed to eiiabl 
the solicitor to get more than his taxetl 
cost.'f; that be might bargain witli his 
client; for a isliare of his properly or tlu 
prolits derived from the litigation — con- 
duct that would bring disrepiue on tin 
pi-ofessiiin. 

.Mr. Mcl'liiUips then read 1 ihudcstoiie's 
detinition of <dianipirty, and poiiiled oiu 
the disorder and frauds which iiiight be- 
eonie ciiinmon under the proposed bill, 
wliicli was eiiuirary lo Ihe iniblic wel- 
fare. I'ndcr il an iinscrii]iiiliius lawyer 
might sertire possession of the most 
X'aliKilile mineral clainis in tlie |irovince. 
The law siici..iies uf Ontario had recent- 
ly d"ciili il against ilie passage of a .-.iie.il- 
iir but less sweeping measure in that 
IToviiice. Tliere was no popular clanioe 
for t<iieli 11 law, iiu necessity for it. and 
he wiiulil opiiiise the liiil al everv stage. 
tApplniise.j 

.Mr. Oliver said he liad had great dif- 
fieiilty in raising money to begin an ac- 
tion which his solicitor liad declined lo 
imdertake without iiayineiit. or sciuritv 
iu !iilvance. He believed in the priiicinle 
of the bill and would support it. 

Mr. Hehnckcn said the iiuc'stioii Ji.'iil 
cropped up on former occasions, and he 
did not think it one that should be crys- 
tallized into law. He saw no reason lo 
change liis opinions on thi.', measure. 
■Mr. .Martin liad tried to show tlnil such 
a livw was necessary to secure the rights 
of tlie poor man, but he had yet to learn 
of a case of a poor man with a iust 
cau.'<p wlio could not get a lawyer to act 
for hini. He did not consider the bill In 
the interests of either solilitors or cli- 
ents, and further, he believed it to bo 
against public iiniicy. He called atten- 
I lion to tlic oath taken by a barrister at 
'his admission to piaiiice. in which he 
swears that l.e will not be guilty of 
I ch.iiniieriy or maintenance. If Mr. Mar- 
' tin's stiitements, to the elTeet that maiiv 
] lawyers were evading the law, were cur- 
jrei l, as reiiiirted, it was liis duty lo 
I bring tile fact.s belore the l.aw Soeielv. 
-Mr. Ilelniekeii went on to show liow the 
bill if made law would enable all kinds 
of frnnds and iiijuslices to be commilled 
under color of law by iiiisci upuloiis at- 
torneys and clients. He wuiild strongly 
oppose the passage as insidiuus, daniicr- 
ous and pernicious. I .\piil,;iise. 1 

.Mr. !!iiiistoii said he saw no reason 
why hiwxers slniuld not malic contriicis 
with tiieir clients. He believed lawvers 
Were just about as honest as other busi- 
ness men, and he lliouglit the best liro-

Servants 
also induced liieir employers lo bu.v Chi- 
nese tea. Tneix- were ten stores in 
(,'liinntown patronizod by whites, lie 
bought vegetables from a Chltianian 
for ships' supplies, but not for faniilv 
trade. 

-Ml .Moon, II 'Chinese carp'-nter, was a 
witness tendered by Mr. Itrai'.tuirii to 
testily on the point of wages. l'ro.-<idenl 
clute imiuired what was the use of ten- 
dering a witness witliout giving any idea 
of wliat he was there for. 

rresldeiit riute then exninined v\it- 
ne.ss. wbo said he was a carpenter and 
had been heie tifteen years. He was not 
very eoiiveisant with Kiiglisli. lie had 
been luniricd only once. His wife and 
iwii (diililreii wei-e here. He got .-si!.".-! 
per ila.i-. but not steady work. He wnrk- 
,d for Cliiiiese. He did not know whal 
ivliite caipeiUcrs were paid. There were 
1 w n Chinese carpeiiti'i s in \'ictoria. a 
statement tlie ]iresident leceivcd with 
Slime diiliiety. Wilui'ss explained that 
other ('hinese somelimi'S assisted, bill 
llley were not skilled workliieii. 

To Cnniiiiissioiier .Muiin, he said he 
had learned bis trade in China.

She was 
bni-ii ill I'liiiia and came here witll ber 
lieiiple. .-^iie liv'.al with liitii !liid not with 
iier i.wii people. He is a naturalized 
subjeci. but not a 'Cliristinn. His cloth- 
ing, iliiiiigh made in Cliinese style, was 
of !>i-itisli goods. 

I.ick I!iiig, a Cliiiiese cigiir intiker, tes- 
lilieil that he was paid .fo to !fW lier 
Ihousaud, and could make about liOC) 
cigars per day. He averaged $1.20 per 
day wages. He laiiie here twi'Htv-six 
years ami and could talk a little Kni:- 
lish. lie Weill home I welve years ago. 
taking ."S^fi.'i, .Mexican, with him. .Since 
then he seal about .'<i;f), Mexican, per 



said ho thought it would be better to 
have oiir <)\vu..race of peiiple here, but 
the .Chinese; were.' here, and ii wa;s luird 
lo say what to do with theiii. lie pre- 
ferred white men himself. lie thought 
it hud been the cxpcxlcuce here In, the 
past that white men came here nnd e.x- 
Iiected big wages. Even then they were 
not satislied and would go gold mining. 
As to present coiidition.s, the present 
(Jliineso entranco ta.x of ?1(U) could bo 
tested for a year or so, and increased bv 
aiiullier .flOO if tho number here did not 
gradually decrease. lie thought the 
policy of reducing the nnmhers of Chi- 
nese by restriction was the best thing 
to do. There was plenty of elicaii labor 
in the C>!;1 C:iiiintry, but lliey had nut 
the ilieiins to cmne liei-e. 

lie did ii'il think the Chinese had 
made the diflereneo in the tailoring and 
slioe trniles Hint some tliouglit. He be- 
lieved the iuiportalion of ready-inade 
elothi.'ig and nhocs frjin the h^ist had 
made tho differehce. The I'Listerii manu- 
facturers killed the tililurs iiiid shoe 
makers, in his opiuiou, thought lie might 
be ■wi'ong. lie described the introduc- 
tion of sanitary regulations. The luglit 
soil, Rtc, certainly had been used bv 
Chinese on land and vegetables, but it 
wna difllcult to see how the practice was 
general now, ns tlie sanitary inspector 
was always aiioiit. He said before (."hi- 
iiese started ill growing vegetables, thev 
could get luitliiiig of that here. When I 
he lirsl started to keep lioiise in IStll!, 
when Ids wife came out from I'^astcrn 
Canada, that was one of the dilUcult ies. 

To Coniinissioiier Miiiiii, he said tho | 
presence of Chine.se had been very use- 
fill ill the country. lie loli! of his ex- 
perience in eni'idoying iliiiinstics. 'White 
girls were ail right, bill it was ililliciilt 
to get tlieiii. .\s lung as .lapanese were 
allowed tn cniiie in freely, it was very 
little use restricting Cliinese. 

To Coiiiiiiissiouer I''oley, he said il was 
possible that high prices of labor, lack 
of experience and lower iinirkot prices 
might have combined lo cause failure 
among the caiiners who first went into 
the business. He tliouglit he was per- 
fectly ju.stitied in employing Chinese 
when his laborers refu.sed to work for 
He thougiit laboring men had pos- 
sibl.v been the poorest paid of recent 
years. Aceordi:ig to liis iilea, [iroperty 
ill ( 'liiiiatiiwii wns the best ]>ayiiiL' in 

Victoria. He did not isiiler conditions 

were any better ifor working men when 
be came here than they are now.
